G.S.R. 755(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬

bunal and includes any officer to whom the 
powers and functions of the Registrar may 
be delegated under clauses (2) and (3) of 
rule 28 ; 

(h) “Registry” means the Registry of the Tribu¬ 
nal or of the Bench o fthe Tribunal, as the 
case may be ; 

(i) “Section” means a section of the Act ; 

(j) “Transferred application” means the suit qr 

other proceeding which has been transfer¬ 
red to the Tribunal under sub-section (1) or 
sub-section (2) of section 29 ; 

(k) “Tribunal” means the Tamil Nadu Adminis¬ 
trative Tribunal established under sub-sec¬ 
tion (2) of section (4) ; 

(l) The words and expressions used and not de¬ 

fined in these rules but defined in the Act 
shall have tfie same meanings respectively 
assigned to them in the Act. 


3. Language of the Tribunal.—(1) The language 
of the Tribunal shall be English : 

Provided that the parties to a proceeding before 
the Tribunal may file documents drawn up in Tamil, 
if they so desire : 

Provided further that (a) a Bench may, in its dis¬ 
cretion, permit the use of Tamil in the proceedings. 
However, the final order shall be in English ; 

(b) 'Hie Bench, hearing the matter, may in its dis¬ 
cretion, direct English rranTntion of pleadings and 
documents to be filed. 

(4) Procedure for fifing applications.— 

(1) An application to the Tribunal shall be pre¬ 
sented in Form 1 by the applicant in person or by an 
agent or by a duly authorised legal practitioner to the 
Registrar or any other officer authorised in writing 
by the FegLtrar to receive the same or be sent by 
registered post with acknowledgement due addressed 
to the Registrar. 

(2) The application under sub-rule (1) shall be 
presented in triplicate in a paper-book form along- 
vvith one unused file size envelope bearing full add¬ 
ress of the respondent. 

(3) Where the number of respondent is more than 
one, as many extra copies of the application in paper- 
book form as there are respondent-, together with 
unused file size envelope bearing the full address of 
each respondent shall be fiimbhed by the applicant ; 

Provided that where the number <>*’ respondents is 
more than five, the Registrar mqy permit the appli¬ 
cant to file the extra, copies of the application at the 
time of issue, of notice to the re.-ponclents. 

(4) The applicant may att.ch to and present with 
his application a receipt slip in Form II which shall 
be sined by the Registrar or the officer receiving the 
application on behalf of the Registrar in acknowled¬ 
gement of the receipt of the application. 

(5) (a) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rules (1) to 3), the Tribunal may permit m'ore than 
one person to join together and file a single applica¬ 
tion if it is satisfied, having regard to the cause of 
action and the nature of relief prayed for, that they 
have a common interest in the matter. 

(b) Such permission may also be granted to an as¬ 
sociation representing the persons desirous of joining 
in a single application : Provided, however, that the 
application shall disclose (fie class jgrade I categories of 
persons on whose behalf it has been filed. 

5. Presentation and scrutiny of applications.— 

(1) The Registrar, or the officer authorised by him 
under rule 4, shall endorse on every application the 
date on which it is presented or deemed to have been 
presented under that rule and shall sign the endorse¬ 
ment, 

(2) If, on scrutiny, the application ii found to be 
in order, it shall be duly registered and given a serial 
number. 
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(3) If the applcation, on scrutiny, is found to be 
defective and the defect noticed is forma*, in nature, 
the Registrar may allow the party to rectify the same 
in his presence, and if the said defect is not formal 
in nature, the Registrar may allow the applicant such 
time to rectify the defect as he may deem fit, 

(4) If the applicant fails to rectify' the defect 
within the time allowed under sub-rule (3), the Re¬ 
gistrar may, by order and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, decline to register the application and in¬ 
form the applicant accordingly. 

(5) An appeal against the order of the Registrar 
under sub-rule (4) may be preferred by the person 
agrieved within fifteen days from the date of such 
order of the Tribunal whose decision thereon shall 
be final. 

{6) Place of filing applications.—The application 
shall ordinarily be filed by the applicant with the 
Registrar of the Bench within whose jurisdiction 

(i) the applicant is posted for the time being, or 

(ii) the cause of action has arisen, or 

(iii) the respondent or any ot the respondents 
against whom relief i; srjght, ordinarily 
resides : 

Provided that the application may be filed with 
the Registrar of the Principal Bench and, subject to 
section 25 of the Act, such application may be trans¬ 
mitted, to be heard and disposed of by a Bench 
which lias jurisdiction over the matter. 

7. Application fee.—Every application filed with 
the Register shal' be accompanied by a fee of rupees 
fifty to be remitted either in the form of crossed de¬ 
mand draft on a nationalised bank in favour of the 
Registrar, payable at the main Branch of that Bank 
at the station where the Tribunal Is situate, or remit¬ 
ted through a crossed Indian Postal Order drawn in 
favour of the Registrar payable at the post office of 
the station where the Tribunal is situate : 

Provided that where the Tribunal permits a single 
application to be filed, either by more than one per¬ 
son or by an Association, the fee payable shall be 
rupees fifty. 

Provided further (hat where the Tribunal is satis¬ 
fied that an applicant is unable to pay the prescribed 
fee on ground of indigence, it may exempt such an 
applicant from the payment of fee. 

8. Contents of application.—(1) Every application 
filed under rule 4 shall set forth concisely under dis¬ 
tinct heads the grounds for such application. Such 
grounds shall be numbered consecutively. Every ap¬ 
plication including any miscellaneous application 
shall be typed by double space on one side on thick 
paper of good quality. 

(2) It shnLl not be necessary to present a separate 
application to seek an interim order for direction if in 
original application the same is prayed for. 


(3) An applicant may, subsequent to the filing of 
an application under c ection 19 of the Act, apply tor 
an intc-rim order or direction. Such an application 
shall, as far as possible, be in form HI. 

9. Documents 1o accompany the application.-— 

(1) Every application shall be accompanied by a paper 
book containing :— 

(i) an attested tiue copy of the order against 
which the app.icnuon is filed ; 

(ii) Copies of the documents lelied upon by the 
applicant and referred to in the application; 

(iii) an index of the documents. 

(2) The documents referred to In sub-rule (1) may 
be attested by a legal practitioner or by a Gazetted 
Officer belonging to Group ‘A’ or Group ‘B’ under 
the Government and each document shall be marked 
serially as Annexure Al, A2, A3 and so on. 

(3) Where an application is filed by an agent, 
documents authorising him to act as such agent shall 
also be appended to the application : 

Provided that where an application is filed by a 
legal practitioner, it shall be accompanied by a duly 
executed ‘Vakalatnamah 

10. Plural remedies.—-An application shall be 
.based upon a single cause of action and may seek 
one or more reliefs Provided that they are conse- 
equential to onq another. 

11. Service of notices and processes Issues by the 

Tribunal.— 

(1) Any notice or process to be issued by the Tri¬ 
bunal may be served by any of tile following modes 
directed by the Tribunal •— 

(i) service by the party himself ; 

(ii) by hand delivery (Dasti) through a process 

server ; 

(iii) by registered post with acknowledgement due; 

or 

(iv) through the head of the Department concern¬ 

ed by any otic of the above modes, 

(2) Where notice issued by the Tribunal is served 
by the party himself by ’hand delivery' (Dasti). he 
shall file with the Registry of the Tribunal, the ac¬ 
knowledgement, together with an affidavit of service. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 
(1) the Tribunal may, taking into account the num¬ 
ber of respondents and their places of residence or 
work and other circumstances, direct that notice of 
the application shall be served upon the respondents 
in any other manner, including any manner of sub¬ 
stituted service, as it appears to the Tribunal just and 
convenient. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything done under sub-rule 
(1), the Tribunal may in its dhcietion, having re-• 
gard to tlie nature and urgency of the case, direct 
the service of the notice on the Standing Counsels 
appointed as such by the Slate Government or any 
Depadtment of ffie State Government. 
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of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 
of 1908). 


(5) Every notice issued by the Tribunal shall, un¬ 
less otherwise ordered, by accompanied by a copy of 
the application alongwitn a copy of the paper-book. 

(6) Every applicant shall pay a fee for the service 
or execution of processes, in respect of an application 
where the number of respondents exceeds five, as 
under :— 

(i) a sum of rupees five for each respondent in 

excess of five respondents, or 

(ii) Where the service is in such a manner as 

the Tribunal may direct under sub-rule (3) 
such a sum, not e .cecding the actual char¬ 
ges incurred in effecting the service as 
may be determined by the Tribunal. 

(7) The fee for the service or execution of proces¬ 
ses under sub-rule (3) shall be remitted in the man¬ 
ner prescribed in rule 7 within one week of the date 
of the order determining the fee or within such ex¬ 
tended time as the Registrar may permit. 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-iule 

(1) to (4), if the Tribunal is satisfied that it is not 
reasonably practicable to serve notice of application 
upon all the respondents, it may, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, direct that the applicaton ‘'hall 
be heard notwithstanding that some of the respon¬ 
dents have not been -served with notice of the appli¬ 
cation : 

Provided that no application shall be heard un¬ 
less,-— 

(i) notice of the application has been served on 

the State Government, if such 'Government 
is a respondent ; 

(ii) notice of the application has been served on 
the authority which passed the order against 
which the application has been filed; and 

(iii) the Tribunal is satisfied that the interests of 

the respondents on whom notice of the ap¬ 
plication has not been served are adequa¬ 
tely and sufficiently represented by the res¬ 
pondents on whom notice of the application 
has been served. 

12. Filing of reply and other documents by the 
respondents.— 

(1) Each respondent Intending to contest the 

application, shall file in triplicate the reply 
to the application and (he documents relied 
upon in paper book form with the Registry 
within one month of the service of notice 
of the application on him. 

(2) In the reply filed under sub-rule (1), the 

respondent shall specifically admit, deny or 
explain the facts stated by the applicant in 
his application and may also state* such ad¬ 
ditional facts as may be found necessary for 
the just decision of the case. It shall * be 
signed and verified as a written statement 
by the respondent or any other peyson duly 
authorised by him in writing in the same 
manner as provided for in order VI, rule 15 


(3) The documents referred to in sub-rule (1) 

shall also be filed as along with the reply 
and the same .shall be marked as Rl, R2, 
R3 and so on. 

(4) The respondent shall also serve a copy of 

the reply alongwith documents as mentioned 
in sub-rule (1) on the applicant or his legal 
practitioner, if any, and file proof of such 
service jn the Registry. 

(5) The Tribunal may allow filing of the reply 
after the expiry of the prescribed period. 

13. Date and place of hearing to be notified.—The 
Tribunal shall notify to the parties the date and the 
place hearing of the application in such manner as 
the Chairman may by general or special order direct. 

14. Calender of cases.—(1) Each Bench shall 
draw up a calender for the hearing of transferred 
cases and as far as possible, hear and decided the 
cases according to the Calender. 

(2) Every application shall be heard and decided, 
ax far as possible, within six months from the date 
of its registration. 

(3) The Tribunal shuli have the power to decline 
an adjournment and also to limit the time for oral 
arguments. 

15. Action on application for applicant’s default.— 

(1) Where on the date fixed for hearing of the 
application or on any other date to which 
such hearing may be adjourned, the apii- 
canit does not appear when the application 
is called for hearing, the Tribunal may, in 
its discretion either dismiss the applica¬ 
tion for default or hear and decide it on 
merit. 

(2) Where an application has been dismissed 
for default and the applicant files an ap¬ 
plication within thirty days from the date 
of dismissal and satisfied the Tribunal that 
there was sufficient cause for his non-ap¬ 
pearance when the application was called 
for hearing, the Tribunal shall make an 
order setting aside the order dismissing the 
application and restore the same. 

Provided, however, where the case was disposed 
of on merits the decision shall not be reopened ex¬ 
cept by way of review. 

16. Ex-Parte. hearing and disposal of application.— 

(1) Where on the date fixed for hearing the ap¬ 
plication or on any other date to which 
such hearing may be adjourned, the appli¬ 
cant appears and the respondent does not 
appear when the application is called for 
hearing the Tribunal may, in its discretion 
adjourn the hearing or hear and decide the 
application cx-partc 
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(2) Where an application has been heard ex- 
partc against a respondent or respondents, 
such respondents or respondent may apply 
to the Tribunal for an order to set it aside 
and i£ such respondent or respondents satis¬ 
fy the Tribunal that the notice was not 
duly served, or that he or they were pre¬ 
vented by any sufficient cause- from ap¬ 
pearing when the application was called for 
hearing the Tribunal may make an order 
setting aside the ex-parte hearing as against 
him or them upon such terms as it thinks 
fit, and shall appoint a day for proceeding 
with the application : 

Provided that where the ex-parte hearing of the 
application is of such nature that it cannot be set 
aside as against one respondent only, it may be set 
aside as against all or any cn the other respondents 
also. 

Provided further that in cases covered by sub-rule 
(8) or rule 11, the Tribunal shall not set aside ex- 
parte hearing of an application merely on the ground 
that it was not served upon a respondent or respon¬ 
dents. 

17. Review of application to be filed within thirty 
days,—No application for review shall be enter¬ 
tained unless it is filed within thirty days from the 
date of the order of which the review is sought. 

18. Substitution of legal representatives.—(1) In 
the case of death of a party during the pendency of 
the proceedings before the Tribunal, the legal repre¬ 
sentatives of the deceased party inay apply within 
th'rty days of the date of such death for being brought 
on record as necessary parties. 

(2) Where no application is received from the 
legal representatives within the period specified in 
sub-rule (1), the proceedings against the deceased 
party shall abate : 

Provided that on good apd sufficient reasons the 
Tribunal, on an application, may set aside the order 
of abatement and substitute the legal representatives 

19. Adjournment of hearing.— The Tribunal may 
if sufficient cause is shown at any stage of proceed¬ 
ings grant time to the parties or any of them, and 
adjourn the hearing of the application. The Tribunal 
may make such order as it thinks fit with respect to 
the costs occasioned by the adjournment. 

20. Order to be signed and date.—(i) Every order 
of the Tribunal shall be in writing and shall be 
signed and dated by the Member or Members con¬ 
stituting ,the Bench, which pronounced the order, (ii) 
The oiders shall be pronounced in open court. 

21- Publication of orders.—Any order of the Tri¬ 
bunal deemed fit for publication in any authoritative 
report or the press may be released for such publi¬ 
cation on such terms and conditions as the Chairman 


or the Vice-Chairman inay specify by general or 
special order. 

22. Communication of orders to parties.—(1) 
Cvery interim order granting or refusing or modify¬ 
ing interim relief and final order passed on any ap¬ 
plication shall be communicated to the applicant and 
to the respondent concerned either by hand delivery 
or by registered post free of cost. 

(2) If the applicant or the respondent to any pro¬ 
ceeding requires a copy of any document or pro¬ 
ceeding the same shall be supplied to him on such 
terras and conditions on payment of such fees as may 
be fixed by ,the Chairman by general or special 
order. 

23. Inspection of the records.—(1) The parties to 
any ease or their Counsel may he allowed to inspect 
the record of the case on making an application in- 
writing to.the Registrar. 

(2) Subject to such terms and conditions as may 
be pi escribed by the Chairman by a general or spe- 
c ; al order a person who is not a party To the proceed¬ 
ing, may also be allowed to inspect the proceedings 
after obtaining the permission of the Registrar in 
writing. 

24. Orders and directions in certain cases.—The 
Tribunal may make such oidcrs or give such direc¬ 
tions as may be necessary ur expedient to give effect 
to its orders or to prevent abuse of its process or to 
secure the ends of justice. 

25. Registration of legai practitioner’s clerks.—(1) 
No clerk employed by a legal practitioner shall act 
as such in the Tribunal or be permitted to have access 
to the records and obtain copies of the orders of the 
Bench of the Tribunal in winch the legal practitioner 
ordinarily practises unless his name ii entered in the 
Registrar of clerks maintained bv the Tribunal. Such 
clerk shall be known as a “Registered Clerk”. 

(2) A legal practitioner desirous of registering his 
clerk shall make an application to the Registrar in 
Form TV. On such application being allowed by the 
Registrar, his name shall be entered in the Registrar 
of Clerks. 

, (3) After registration of the clerk, the Registrar 
snail direef the issue of an identity card to him which 
shall be non-transferablc and shall be produced by 
the holder upon request by oil officer or other em- 
ployce of the Tribunal authorised in this Behalf. The 
identity card shall be issued under the signature of 
the Deputy Registrar of the Tribunal. 


(4) A register of all the clerks registered undtr 
sub-rule (2) shall be maintained in the office of the 
Registrar. 

15) A legal practitioner shall have .at a time not 
more than two registered clerks unless the Registrar 
by General or special order otherwise permits. 
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(6) Wherever a legal practitioner ceases to em¬ 
ploy a registered cleric, he shall notify the fact at 
once to the Registrar by means of a letter enclosing 
therewith the identity card issued to his clerk by the 
registry, and on receipt of such letter the name of 
the said registered clerk shall be struck off from the 
register. 

26. Working hours of the Tribunal.—Except on 
Saturdays, Sundays and other public holidays, the 
office of the Tribunal shall, subject to any order made 
by the Chairman remain open from 9.30 A-M. to 
6.00 P.M 

27. Sitting hours of the Tribunal.—The siting 
hours of the Tribunal (including a vacation Bench) 
shall ordinarily be from 10.30 A.M- to 1.30 P.M. and 
2.30 P.M. to 5.00 P.M. subject to any general or 
special order made by the Chairman, or by Vice- 
Chairman concerned with the prior approval of the 
Chairman. 

28. Powers and functions of the Registrar.—The 
Registrar shall have the custody of the records of the 
Tribunal and shall exercise such other functions as 
are assigned to him under these rules or by the 
Chairman or tho Vice-Chairman of the Tribunal by 
separate order. 

(2) The Registrar may, with the approval of the 
Chairman or the Vice-Chairman delegate to the 
Deputy Rigistrar any function or power required by 
these rules to be performed or exercised by the Re¬ 
gistrar. 

(3) In the absence of the Registrar, the Deputy 
Registrar may exercise all tho powers and functions 
of the Rejtfstrar. 

(4) The official seal shall be kept in the custody 
oi the Registrar. 

(5) Subject to any general or special direction by 
the Chairman, the seal of the Tribunal shall not be 
affixed to any order, summons or other process save 
tinder the authority in writing of the Registrar or the 
Deputy Registrar. 

(6) The seal of the Tribunal shall not be affixed 
to any certified copy issued by the Tribunal save 
under the authority hi writing of the Registrar or the 
Deputy Registrar. 

29. Additional powers and duties of Registrar.— 
In addition to the powers conferred elsewhere in 
these rules, the Registrar shall have the following 
powers and duties subject to any general or special 
order of the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman of the 
Tribunal, namely :— 

(i) to receive a’l applications and other docu¬ 
ments including transferred applications; 

(11) to decide all questions arising out of tho 
scrutiny of the applications before they are 
registered; 


(iii) to require any application presented to the 

Tribunal to be amended in accordance with 
the Act and the rules; 

(iv) subject to the direction of the Tribunal to 
fix the date of lirs_t hearing of the applica¬ 
tions or other proceedings and issue notice!, 
thereof; 

(v) to direct any formal amendment of records; 

(vi) to order grant of copies of documents to 
parties, to the proceedings; 

(vii) to grant leave to inspect the records of the 
Tribunal; 

(viii) to dispose of all matters relating to the 
service of notices or other processes, appli¬ 
cations for the issue of fresh notices and 
for extending the time for filing such appli¬ 
cations and to grant time not exceeding 15 
day^ for filing a reply or rejoinder if any, 
and to place the matter before the Bench 
for appropriate orders after tho expiry of 
the aforesaid period; 

(ix) to requisition records from the custody of 
any court or other authority; 

(x) to receive applications within thirty clays 

from the date of death lor substitution of 
legal rcpre.scutatives of the deceased parties 
during the pendency of the application; 

(xi) to receive and dispose of applications for 
substitution, except where the substitution 
would involve setting aside an order of 
abatement. 

(xii) to receive and dispose of applications by 
parties for return of documents. 

30. Seal and emblem. —The official seal and em¬ 
blem of the Tribunal shall be such av the State 
Government may specify. 

31. Dress of the Members and staff of the Tribu¬ 
nal.—The dress for the Members of the Tribunal 
(including Chairman and Vice-Chairman) and Mem¬ 
bers of the rtaff of the Tribunal shall be such as the 
Chairman may specify. 

32. Dress of the parties.—A legal practitioner or, 
as the' case may be, a presenting officer shall appear 
before the Tribunal in his professional dress, if any 
and if there is no such dress:— 

(i) if a male, in a dosed collared coat and 

trousers or in lounge suit; 

(ii) if a female, in a saree or any other Custo¬ 
mary dress of a sober colour.

G.S.R. 756(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (I) read with clause (c) of 
sub-section (2) of section 35 of the Administrative 
Tribunals Act, 1985 (13 of 1985), the Central 
Government hercy makes the following rules, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Tamil Nadu Administrative 
Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and conditions of 
service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) 
Rules, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise* requires.— 

(a) “Act” means the Administrative Tribunals 
Act 1985 (13 of 1985) ; 

(b) “Government” incans the Government of 
Tamil Nadu ; 

(c) “Tribunal” means the Tamil Nadu Adminis¬ 
trative Tribunal; 

(d) the words and expressions used in these 
rules and not defined, but defined in the 
Act shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Pay.—(1) The Chairman shall receive a pay of 
rupees eight thousand plus a special pay of rupees 
five hundred per njensem. A Vice-Chairman shall 
receive a pay of rupees eight thousand per mensem, 
A Member shall receive a pay in the scale of 
Rs. 7300-100-7600 per mensem ; 

Provided that in the case of an appointment as 
Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a Member of a person- 
who has retired as a judge of a High Court or who 
has retired from service under the Central Govern¬ 
ment or a State Government and who is in receipt 
of or has received or has become entitled to receive 
any retirement benefits bv way of pension and|or| 
gratuity, employer’s contribution to the Contributory 
Provident Fund or other forms of retirement benefits, 
the aforementioned pey shall be reduced by the 
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gross amount of pension and pension equivalent of 
gratuity or employer's contribution to the Contribu¬ 
tory Provident Fund or any other form of retiiement 
benefits, if any, drawn qr to be drawn by him. 

4. Dearness allowance and city compensator ; 
allowance.—The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a 
Member shall receive dearness allowance and tit. 
compensatory allowance appropriate to their pay at 
the rates admissible to Group ’A’ Officers of the 
Central Government drawing a pay in the scale of 
Rs. 7300-100-7600 or above. 

5. Retirement from parent service on appointment 
as Member.—The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a 
Member who, on the date of his appointment to the . 
Tribunal, was in service under the Central Govern¬ 
ment or a State Government, shall seek retirement 
from such service before his appohtiment to the 
Tribunal. In the c*se cf a siting Judge of a B : gh 
Court who is appointed as Chairman or a Vice- 
Chairman, his service in the Tribunal shall be trea¬ 
ted as actual service within the meaning of para 
ll(b)(i) of Part Ty of the Second Schedule to t h e 
Constitution. 

(2) On such retirement as is provided for in sub- 
rule (1), the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a 
Member : ‘ 1 

fi) shall be entitled to "reive penrVn and 
gratuity in accordance with the rules relat¬ 
ing to the retirement benefits applicable to 
him, 

(ii) shall not be allowed to carry forward earned 
leave but shall be entitled to reerr c cash 
equivalent to leave salary, if any, in accor¬ 
dance with the rules applicable to him 
prior to his retirement. 

ft. Leave.—(1) A person, on appointment to the 
Tribunal as Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a Member 
shall be entitled to leave as follows :— 

(i) earned leave at the rate of fifteen days for 
every completed year of service or a peri 
thereof; 

(li) half pay leave on medical certificate or on 
private affairs at the rate of twenty days in 
respect of each completed year of service. 
The leave salary for half pay leave shall bo 
eauivalent to half of the leave salary 
admissible during the earned leave ; 

(iii) leave on half pay can be CQimmi'ed m 
full pay leave at the discretion of the 
individual provided it is taken on medical 
grounds and is supported by a medical 
certificate from the competent medical 
authority ; 

(iv) extra-ordinary leave without pay and 
allowances upto a maximum period of one 
hundred eighty davs in one term of office. 

<2} If the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a 
Member is unable to enjov full vacation on account 
of his occupation with the Tribunal, be shall he 
entitled to add the un-enjoyed period of vacation to 
the leave account. 
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Explanation.—For the purpose of this sub-rule, 
“Vacation” means vacation of thirty days in each 
calender year observed by the Tribunal. 

(3) On the expiry of his term of office in the 
Tribunal, the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman or a 
Member shall be entitled to receive cash equivalent 
of leave salary in respect of the earned leave standing 
to his credit provided that the quumurn of leave 
encashed under this sub-rule and sub-rule (2) (ii) of 
ride 5 shall not exceed 240 days. 

(4) The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and Member 
shall be entitled to receive the dearness allowance on 
the leave salary under sub-rule (3) as admissible at 
the rates in force on the date of the relinquishment 
of the office in the Tribunal; 

Provided that he shall not be entitled for the 
city compensatory allowance or any other allowance 
on such leave salary. 

7 Leave sanctioning authority.—The Chairman 
shall be the authority competent to sanction leave to 
the Member and the Vice-Chairman. The Gcvurmr 
snall be the authority competent to sanction Imvi; 
to the Chairman. 

8. Pension.—(1) Every p'wtou +„ the 

Tribunal as the Chairman or a Meniocr shall be 
entitled to pension provided that no such pen¬ 
sion shall be payable : 

( 1 ) if he has put in less than two years of 

service with the Tribunal, r, 

(ii) if he has been removed from an office in 
the Tribunal under sub-section (2) of Sec¬ 
tion 9 of the Act. 

(2) Pension under sub-rule (1) shall be calcula¬ 
ted at the rate of rupees seven hundred per annum 
for each completed year of service or a part thereof 
and irrespective of the number of years of service 
im. the Tribunal, the maximum amount of pension 
shall no exceed rupees three thousand and five 
hundred per annum. 

Provided that the aggregate amount of pension 
payable under this rule together with the amount of 
any pension including commuted portion of pension 
(if any) drawn or entitled <0 be drawn while holding 
office in the Tribunal shall not exceed the maximum 
amount of .pension prescribed for a judge of the 
High Court, 

o. Provident F’und.—The Chairman, a Vice- 
Chairman or a Member shall be entitled to subscribe 
to the Provident Fund at his option .and in case 
of his so opting shall be governed by the provi¬ 
sions of the All Tndia Services (Provident Fund) 
Pules ; 

Provided that if the Chairman, a Vice-Chairman 
or a Member was a Judge of a High Court or was 
a Member of an All fndia Service or was holding a 
post under the Central or a State Government imme¬ 
diately before his joining the Tribunal, he shall be 
governed by the rules which were applicable to him 
immediately before joining the Tribunal. 
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10 . Travelling Allowances.—The Chairman, a 
Vice-Chairman or a Member while on tour or on 
transfer (including the journey undertaken to join 
the Tribunal or on the expiry of his term with the 
Tribunal to proceed to his home town) shall be 
entitled to the Travelling Allowance, daily allowance, 
transportation of personal effects and other similar 
matters at die same scales and at the same rate-, as 
are prescribed in the High Court Judges (Travelling 
Allowance) Rules, 1956 . 

11. Leave Travel Concession.—The Chairman, a 
Vice-Chairman or a Member shall be entitled to the 
leave travel concession at the same rates and the 
same scales and on the same conditions as are 
applicable to a Group ‘A’ officers of the Central, 
Government drawing a pay in the scale of Rs. 7300- 
100-7600 or above. 


12. Accommodation.—(l) Every person appoin¬ 
ted to the Tribunal as Chairman, Vice-Chairman or 
a Member shall be entitled to the use of official 
residence of appropriate type, subject to availability 
on the payment of licence fee at the rates prescribed 
by Government from time to time. 

(2) When the Chairman, Vice-Chairman or a 
Member r. not provided with or does not avail 
himself ot the official residence referred to in sub- 
rule (1), he may be paid m erv month an allowance 
of an amount equal to fifteen per cent of his pay. 

(3) Where the Chairman, Vice-Chairman or a 
Member occupies an official resident e beyond the 
permissible period he shall be liable to pay addi¬ 
tional licence fee or panel rent, as the case may 
be, and liable to eviction in accordance with the 
rules of the Government. 


13. Facility of conveyance.—The Chairman, a
